The Illinois House Refus­

Springfield, 111., May 3 1 -mAP> — 
The chances lor congrer ional re- 
appo:tionment by the pie cut ses­ 
sion of the 
General Assembly re­ 
ceived a set-back today. 
The House refused to susp- nd its 
rules so that the bill containing the 
proposed redistricting might be ad­ 
vanced to second reading without 
reference to committee. 
Rep. P’rank McClure of Ab.ngdon, 
chairman of the 
joint committee 
on rcappoi tionment, 
declared op­ 
ponents of the 
bill were seeking to 
kill it by delay. 
His motion to suspend the rules 
so that the bill might be advanced 
to second reading lost 41 to 73. Re­ 
publican members, with few ex cep­ 
tions, were .joined by many 
down­ 
stair Democrats 
in defeating 
the 
motion. 
Charge ( hanged Map 
Dri'eat of the motion was accom­ 
plished by lengthy 
debate 
during 
which several members charged the 
map contained in the bill was not 
the same as that which 
had bron 
presented to the 
joint 
committee. 
It was also charged that the joint 
committee had never 
been 
gitrn 
the oppo.tunity 
to 
vole on ' the 
measure. Both allegations were de­ 
nied by Chairman McClure. 
Rep. William 
E. 
King. Chicago 
Negro Republican, claimed the re- 
apportionment made 
doubtful 
the 
re-election of Congressman O car 
De Priest, the only Negro 
member 
of Congress. 
King said De P.ie.st 
was Hie only representative 15.000,- 
000 Negroes in the United States 
had in Congress and that, any re­ 
map which made difficult the elec­ 
tion of a Negro from the Fin-* Illi­ 
nois district was unfair. 
Howard Doyle. Decatur Democrat, 
also sought delay. 
McClure forced 
Doyle to admit that 
the reappor­ 
tionment put Macon county in 
a 
Republican district. He charged the

Rainey “ Crown Prince’’ 
The 
reapportionment 
measure 
•sets up 13 districts in Cook county, 
13 downstate, and one consisting of 
the southern part of Cook county 
together with adjoining counties. 
References to Congressman Hen­ 
ry T. Rainey of Carrollton, breaker 
of the National House, were numer­ 
ous during 
the debate. 
Richard 
Lyons, Mundelein 
Republican, re­

principle objectives of the Demo­ 
cratic majority on the remap com­ 
mittee had been to assure his re- 
election to Congress.
